FIRST .CASES IN U.S. 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF 
CEILINGS ON ‘MEAT 


SPOKANE, Wash., Sept. 25 
(AP)— Spokane meat cutter 
pleaded guilty yesterday to 
charges of selling two pounds of 
steak at 54 cents over the ceiling 
price, Five others pleaded not 
guilty to similar charges, 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion said these were the first court 
cases in the country for violation 
of OPS ceilings on meat. 

Robert Hamilton, a meat cutter 
for a downtown market, pleaded 
guilty. Sentence was ’ deferred 
until the case against the market 
manager is disposed of. 

The OPS said two of its inves-" 
tigators bought two pounds of 
steak from Hamilton and paid

Of Treating Ulcers With Surgery 


One Advocates Stomach Resection, Another, 
Severing of Nerve Governing Hydro- 
chloric Acid Flow.

The difference of opinion is be- 
tween tes of gastric resec- 
tion, w means removal of part 
of the stomach, and vagotomy, 
pevering the vagus or pneumogas- 
tric nerve,.which controls the flow 


of stomach acids. 


Dr. Robert Woodruff, a Denver 
(Colo.) surgeon who performed 
‘vagotomies until a few years ago, 
said he now accepted the premise 
that partial gastric resection 1s 
the most satisfactory operation in 
the 10 per cent of ulcer cases that 
require surgery. 
Standardization Needed. 

He stressed the need for a 
st-xdardized method of perform- 
ing the resection, pointing out 
that there is a wide range in the 
degree of success of the operation. 
He attributed this variation to 
varying techniques of operative 
and post-operative procedure, 

Through standardization of 
technique, he said, it should be 
possible to reduce the death rate 
in gastric resection, now 3 to 4 
per cent, to the 1 per cent rate 
for vagotomy. It should be possi- 
ble, also, to reduce the proportion 
of recurrence of ulcers and the 
proportion of “gastric cripples,” 
persons who continue to require a 
strict diet and feel digestive dis- 
comfort, he added. 

At least four fifths of the stom- 
ach should be removed, in cases 
of younger patients with active 
ulcers, he said. He pointed out 
that common practice calls for 
removal of two thirds to four 
fifths of the organ, maintaining 
that the smaller proportion is suf- 
ficient only in older patients with 
“burned out” ulcers. ° 

Position, as well as amount, of 
the stomach removed in the oper- 
ation is important, Dr. Woodruff 
added. He recommended almost 
complete remcval of the portion 
of the stomach that contains main 
branches of the vagus nerve. 
Thus, secretion of acid is re- 
stricted both by reducing the 
amount of the stomach. wall and 
by limiting the effectiveness of 
the nerve.

‘He based his discussion on 50 
gastric resections he had per- 
formed. He said there had been 
no deaths but added that the num- 
ber of cases was not large enough 
to be of statistical significance. 

Dr. Woodruff pointed out that 
the vagus nerve controls the mus- 
cular activity of the stomach as 
well as secretion of acid. He said 
severing the nerve thus some- 
times breaks down normal diges- 
tive action. 


The Case for Vagotomy. 

The case for the vagotomy was 
made by Dr. George Crile Jr. of 
the Cleveland (O.) Clinic, who 
said he recognized that a majority 
of surgeons continue to favor gas- 
tric resection.. 

“In a five-year cibinlinn. dur- 
ing which time over 600 vagotom- 
ies had been performed in the 
treatment of peptic ulcer,” he 
said, “we have concluded that 
vagotomy and gastroenterostomy 
is the most effective and the saf- 
est surgical treatment for duo- 
denal ulcer.” 

Through gastroenterostomy, the 
making of an additional entrance 
from the stomach into the intes- 
tinal tract, surgeons who perform 
vagotomies sometimes are able 
to overcome digestive difficulties 
that might otherwise fesult. The 
duodenal ulcer is the commonest 
class of peptic ulcer. 


“Second Stomach.” 

Yesterday, at the opening of the 
three-day meeting, Dr. H. Calvin 
Fisher of Children’s Hospital at 
Denver, Colo., described his re- 
moval of a “second stomach” 
from a 5-month-old child. He 
said he believed the operation was 
the first of its type in which the 
patient recovered fully. 

The second organ, similar to the 
stomach in structure, was con- 
nected only at the lower end of 
the digestive tract, secreting acids 
into the large intestine and caus- 
ing serious ulcers. Since removal 
of intestinal tissue from an infant 
involves great surgical risk, Dr. 
Fisher performed the operation 
in four steps, first separating the 
second organ from the intestine 
‘and later removing it entirely.

$101,840,000 SOUGHT | 


FOR DEFENSE ROUSING 


Truman Asks Congress to 
Vote Funds to Carry Out Leg- 
islation Already Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP)— 
President Truman asked .Con- 
gress yesterday to vote $101,840,- 
000 to carry out the provisions of 
the Defense Housing Act it re- 
cently approved. 


In a supplement ,to his budget 
for the fiscal year which 
July 1, hé requested $40,000,000 for 
such community facilities as water 
and sewer systems and roads, 
$50,000,000 to provide temporary 
public housing in critical defense 
areas and to build permanent 
housing if private industry cannot 
do so, and $10,000,000 to acquire 
sites at.isolated defense areas. 
The remaining $1,840,000 he 
sought for administrative ex- 
penses. 

Truman also asked for $1,700,- 
000 for the civil service commis- 
sion. He said it was needed for 
loyalty checks on government 
employes and applicants for em- 
ployment.

William V. Holo- 
han, in 1944, 

The Turin prosecutor sent a 
formal ,extradition request to 
Rome last night.

U.S. Concern Over Tit -*. 

There is definite reason, in 
American opinion, for concern at 
what is going on in Tibet, for 
the Chinese conquest of the area 
has resulted in construction work 
on not one but at least a half 
dozen airfields for jet and other 
type planes. In addition, th«~e 
has been recently an influx --.to 
Tibet of a great variety of mili- 
tary transport and equipment. 

Americans tend to conceive of 
Tibet as an inaccessible moun- 
tain plateau that can be reached 
only by climbing narrow wind- 
swept trails of the Shangri La 
variety. 

This is in great part true of 
the area between India and the 
Tibetan capital (although it is 
significant that the Chinese Reds 
have been pushing work on what 
is described as the Lhasa Luck- 
now road), but recent reliable re- 
ports show that certain areas of 
Tibet are now busy with the traf- 
fic of two and a half ton trucks 
and jeeps bringing up military 
supplies.

There is no doubt that the main 
conflict between India and Amer- 
ica in foreign policy stems from 
differing views of the’ danger 
posed by Chinese Communism 
and the bey way of dealing with 
it. 


The respective attitudes of the 
two countries are also influenced 
by their differing internal 
strengths. As the Indian home af- 
fairs minister put it, “You Ameri- 
cans feel deeply about China and 
you want others to feel and act 
the same way, but American for- 
eign policy is shaped by its 
plethora of economic resources 
while India’s position is shaped 
by her lack of mobilized economic 
strength.” 

Main Source of Irritation. 


Actually what irritates Ameri- 
can observers here the most is 
not—contrary to what Indians 
think—that India demands the 
right to disagree, but that this 
country, partly out of fear of pro- 
voking her powerful Asian neigh- 
bor and partly out of the hope of 
influencing China to split with the 
Russians, has adopted what 
amounts to an_ international 
double standard in dealing with 
the Reds. 


As one example: In interview- 
ing one of India’s highest ranking 
cabinet ministers I found that the 
conversation led the familiar path 
to the subject of Negro lynching 
in America. Lynchings are in- 
variably invoked when an Indian 
official wishes to illustrate Ameri- 
ca’s “reactionary tendencies.” 

In this particular talk, I agreed 
that lynchings were a national dis- 
grace but pointed out that race re- 
lations in America were being 
rapidly improved and lynchings 


about which no one in India 
seems absolutely clear, but there 
is one ironical certainty: Much 
of the equipment is American, 
presumably having been captured 
either from the Nationalist Chi- 
nese or from the Americans in 
Korea.

Twining said the Air Force 
would improve the range, speed 
and altitude of:its strategic bomb- 
ers and produce them “in suffi- 
cient numbers to saturate and 
overwhelm enemy defenses.” 

He said the Air Force plans 
to use both fighter-bombers and 
the new jet D-47 medium bomb- 
ers to carry the smaller atomic 
weapons being developed for 
tactical air support of ground 
troops.

Atomic Arms—How Near? 


A powerful drive is under way in Congress: 


to bring ‘about with all possible speed the 
atomic Army, Navy and Air Force proposed by 
Senator McMahon. He declared that an imme- 
diate start on all-out mass production of atomic 
weapons is possible now and offers the surest 
and cheapest means of keeping Soviet Russia 


. from starting a world war. 


Senator McMahon, as chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy, 
has access to the higher shelves of nuclear 
secrecy, And although he is neither a military 
man nor a scientist, the Congressional Record 
shows that the Senator presented a case packed 
with startling. information and assertions—but 
lacking in substantiation. 

Pointing out that since World War II “only 
three cents in the military dollar have been 
allotted to atomic bombs,” he pleaded for a 
six-fold expansion of atomic energy expend- 

*itures. That would mean spending six billion 
dollars annually instead of just one billion. 
- a 7 


His assertions were equally appealing to those 
who put economy first and to those who simply 
want the very best military poker hand regard- 
less of the number of chips it may take. In the 
“present crisis” it is unthinkable, he said, that 
we should not be the first to achieve the 
“revplution in military firepower” at a saving 
of “30 to 40 billion dollars of the 60 to 80 billion 
a year that otherwise threaten to become the 
price of survival.” 

As a warning, he said that Russia too “is 
capable of producing atomic weapons in huge 
numbers” and that “this is just what the Krem- 
lin has set about ruthlessly to accomplish.” 

Here it must be recalled that In World War II 
the Germans led in most instances of research 
and development applied to weapons and equip- 
ment. We do not want to be behind again 
if war should come. 

In making plain that he does not advocate a 
“one-weapon theory of war,” such as gained 
popularity in the early: days of victory-through- 
air-power-alone, he referred to a “sweeping 
variety of atomic weapons” and called for a 
cutback on “the costly weapons of yesterday.” 
That is where the rub lies. Is McMahon, in his 
enthusiasm, putting too much emphasis on the 
imminence of weapons of the future? 

. . * 

Hanson W. Baldwin, military analyst of the 

New York Times, commented last week: 


The tactical atomic bomb still is in its 
infancy; it is an additional powerful weapon 
but cannot replace as far as is known, 
existing conventional arms. New opera- 
tional weapons of other types still are 
conspicuous by their absence. 


The armed services have an atomic powered 
submarine on order. Maneuvers under atomic 
warfare conditions, involving 5000 troops, are 
scheduled. Various guided missiles are being 
perfected. “But all three services are, instead 
of cutting back on conventional weapons, in- 
creasing their orders. That is all that can be 
done until newer weapons are proved. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff must know as much 
about the status of atomic weapons as Senator 
McMahon. They have liaison with the AEC and 
they have at their call such bodies of scientists 
and military specialists as the Research and 
Development Board and the Weapons Systems 
Evaluation Group. . 

The full extent of the drive behind Senator 
McMahon's proposal is not yet clear. With the 
present defense burden weighing so heavily, 
there is danger that short-sighted people may 
be led astray by Senator McMahon’s proposal. 

- *. . 

Great care must be taken not to conjure up 
enticing visions of a national defense that is 
invincible, at hand and cheap. To return to 
anything like Maginot-ine thinking or push- 
button-war dreaming would be to fly in the 
face of some of the clearest and bitterest lessons 
in military history. 

It may be that the Joint Chiefs of Staff were 
not only familiar with all that Senator McMa- 
hon said but also agreed with much of it. A 
Senator has- more freedom of speech than a 
military man. At any rate, a few words from 
the able new Secretary of Defense, Robert A. 
Lovett, would do much to clear up the situation. 
He should be able to satisfy all that neither 
Rip Van Winkles nor premature enthusiasts will 
interfere with the proper balance and readiness 
of our armed forces and that we will achieve a 
“revolution in firepower” at the right moment.

he had been paid by Lithofold for “legal mat- 
ters not connécted with the RFC loan.” 

Testimony before the Hoey subcommittee 
shows that he did no legal work and that the 
company listed payments to him not as legal 
fees but as “commissions.” 

Mr. Boyle said that he never discussed the 
Lithofold loan with anyone in the RFC. 

The testimony shows that he did discuss it~ 
at least to the extent of arranging a conference 
at RFC after which the thrice-rejected loan whs 
promptly granted. - 

Mr. Boyle said that in any case he termi- 
nated his connection with Lithofold when he 
became full-time national chairman. 

The testimony shows that when Maz Siskind, 
his former law partner, went on the payroll in 
place of Mr. Boyle, Lithofold listed his pay- 
ments as “re account of William Boyle.” The 
Lithofold officials, evidently, did not regard the 
connection as terminated. 

Mr. Boyle said that on becoming national 
chairman he dissolved his partnership with Mr. 
Siskind and since then has not “accepted any 
clients, engaged in any law practice or received 
any legal fees.” 

Yet members of the subcommittee charge that 
Mr. Boyle has received from Mr. Siskind more 
than $100,000 at the rate of $50,000 a year. 

Mr. Boyle needs a new defense. The old one 
is tattered and torn. And just because critical 
examination has blasted his first explanation, 
the second one had better be good—had better 
be honest, frank, complete, and documented 
with something more than his own unsupported 
assertions.

It used to be said that when a man bites a 
dog it’s news. By the same token, it can be said 
now that when some group votes against spe- 
cial loyalty oaths for its members that’s news.

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Churchill as Stalin’s Friend 


Uncle Joe Stalin manages to get into prac- 
tically every election campaign in democratic 
countries, and he has already made his appear- 
ance in Britain. The Conservatives, renewing 
a theme they used in the last campaign, are 
saying that Winston Churchill will, if elected, 
go and meet Stalin in an effort to establish 
friendly relations with Russia.

Every year, $200,000,000 worth of nar- 
cotics is sold on our streets. It’s smuggled 
in false trunk bottoms, in airplane cowl- 
ings, in the forepeaks of ships—tiny cap- 
sules of harmless.looking powder that are 
bringing young careers to tragic ends, and 
packing our criminal courts with thou- 
sands of otherwise decent Americans. 

Inspired by gangster syndicates, farmers 
in. foreign lands are reaping hellish har- 
vests of poppy and coca, preparing ship- 
ments for a growing market of customers 
hopelessly shackled to the drug habit. 

Doctors call the contraband “narcotics.” 
To federal agents it’s drugs. But the ped- 
dlers, who see more of the stuff than eith- 
er science or the law, know it best. In 
their argot, it is just “junk.” Its users are 
“junkies.” 

Against the invasion of junk, federal 
agents are virtually powerless. There are 
less than 200 of them in the entire coun- 
try, and because drugs, like jewels, are 
easily concealed, agents estimate that 85 
per cent slips by them. 

Under the impact of the illicit trade, 
drug addiction is mushrooming, particu- 
larly among young people. Since 1948, 
the number of admissions to the federal 
hospital for addicts in Lexington, Ky., has 
doubled. During the same period, admis- 
sions under age 21 have jumped from 3 
to 18 per cent. The age of the average 
patient has dropped from 37 to 26 years. 


Making of a Junkie 


New York authorities estimate the num- 
ber of junkies there has increased 300 per 
cent since the end of the war. Arrests for 
narcotic violations have tripled in Balti- 
more during the past two years. The 
Treasury Department believes there are 
now 53,000 addicts in America, a conserv- 
ative estimate. And court martial fig- 
ures from the Provost Marshal’s office in- 
dicate there are another 3000 among G.I.s 
in the dope-ridden Orient. 

Who becomes a junkie? Why does he 
do it? Where does he get the stuff? How 
does he pay for it? And—most important 
-—-what does it do to him? 

To begin with, he is a he. Nine out of 
ten addicts are male. Most likely he lives 
in a city. The percentage of addiction 


is one out of 3000 in heavily populated * 


states, one out of 25,000 in rural states. 

The commissioner of the United States 
Bureau of Narcotics has described the ad- 
diction rate in nine cities—Philadelphia, 
Detroit, St. Louis, New Orleans, San 
cisco, Baltimore, Washington, New York 
and Chicago—as “epidemic.”

H. Vogel, 
Unfortunately, it cannot be discarded 
easily as worn-out saddle shoes. After a

In the jargon of the ped- 
dler, the fad-follower is “hooked* to dope. 
He is “on junk.” 

Actually, he believes that his adventures 
are no more dangerous than those of the 
farm boy stoking up a cigar butt behind 
the hen house. Indeed, he does not even 
know he is toying with dope. The hypo- 
dermic syringe is around the corner, but 
he cannot see it. . 

In the beginning he probably smokes 
marijuana cigarettes, rolled from the dried 
flowerings of cannabis weed. Then he is 
open to the suggestion that he try the 
heavy stuff. And real drugs produce a 
real habit, a craving as vital to the craver 
as the yearning of a hungry man for food. 


How the Addicts Feel 


The ambition of nearly every addict is 
to “kick the habit”—get rid of it for good. 
Contrary ~ popular belief, few junkies 
are devoted to their drugs. Quite the 
other way. They hate them, and would 
kick them if they could. 

To the veteran junkie, the only pleasure 
from the injection of dope is the tempo- 
rary disappearance of his terrible craving 
for it. The’agony which follows withdraw- 
al of the drug is marked by severe sweat- 
ing and jacknife cramps, and usually lasts 
for about 10 days. It can be endured only 
under medical supervision, in a hospital. 

Even if Congress should expand the 
nareotics. police force as asked, there 
would still be less than a sixth as many 
agents tracking drugs as there were agents 
chasing bootleggers during Prohibition. 
And dope is far easier to conceal than 
liquor ever was. 

As important as the campaign against 
the tycoons of vice is the need for a real 
understanding of the addict’s problem. We 
have finally learned to substitute “mental 
patient” for “maniac” and “alcoholic” for 
“drunkard.” Now we need a synonym 
for “dope fiend,” for drug addition is a 
sickness, not a crime. 


Hospitals Are the Need

On the other, we sentence them to long

A major difficulty confronting 
newspaper publishers is the short- 
age of skilled help for their 
mechanical departsments, it was 
asserted today by John A. Hogg, 
manager of the Missouri Press 
Association, Columbia, Mo. 

Hogg addressed a session on 
“Problems of Small Newspapers” 
at the fourth annual convention 
of the Institute of Newspaper 
Controllers and Finance Officers 
at Hotel Statler. The conven- 
tion opened yesterday and will 
close tomorrow. 

“The help situation in Missouri 
is rapidly approaching the serious 
state,” Hogg said. “It’s time 
someone did something about it, 
and it appears to me that ‘news- 
papers must take the lead.” 

Hogg also said newspaper ad- 
vertising rates have been too low 
for years, suggesting that news- 
papers “need to re-sell them- 
selves and start getting rates to 
which they are entitled.” 

About 150 newspaper finance 
officers from most parts of the 
United States and Canada at- 
tended split sessions today in 
whcih problems of newspapers of 
various-sized circulations were 
discussed.

Hundreds of thousands were 
destroyed in the crisis which ex- 
tended to the German Politburo 
itself.

The higher-ups, many of whom 
I had to keep under surveillance, 
have become nerve-frayed and 
torn: by deep feelings of inse- 
curity, Many are under: ing 
treatment. to save them from a 
crack-up. 

Escape of Dr. Schulz. 

From my own experience I 
know exactly what they are afraid 
of. One day I was a trusted, 
top-ranking agent for the Soviets. 
Next day I was out, a fugitive. 
Without any advance warning, I 
was suddenly notified that I was 
not to leave my house in Leipzig. 
I learned that an order for my 
arrest was on its way from Berlin 
and that I should be seized the 
following morning. 

My wife and I hurriedly packed 
two small suitcases and with our 
4-year-old daughter boarded a 
train for Berlin. It was a desper- 
ate chance. If we had failed, we 
would have paid with exile to 
Siberia. 

Despite personal incidents like 
these, however, the Soviets have 
succeeded in their basic aim— 
the installation in power of a rul- 
ing group about whose com- 
petence and reliability ‘Moscow 
need have no worry. To these 
men the Kremlin has made 
known its plans. They, in turn, 
are ready and able to serve now 
as they have in the past. 

The fact of their presence 
should be sufficient warning to 
the West. 


GREEK DEFENSE

United States accepts the Tito al- 
liance, Greece will, 
Question of Tito’s Strength. 

There is considerable caution 
manifested here, as elsewhere in- 
cidentally, in assessments of Tito’s 
strength. He is felt to be stronger 
militarily than politically in his 
Balkan state; the question raised 
is whether he can hold it together 
if war comes. 

No serious question is conceded 
here about Greek unity, despite 
the appearance of a small Com- 
munist vote in the recent election. 
The hard core of Reds are known 


and under control, it is claimed, 


and do not menace the defense 
effort. 

All these are important credits, 
and make life considerably more 
relaxing for Americans at work 
here than in various other coun- 
tries of the West.’ But there is 
one very large problem. 

The only really bountiful crop 
yielded by the marbled soil of 
these isles is politicians. The re- 
sult is a constant’ struggle to get 
the people enough to eat, and a 
frequently frustrating struggle to 
find responsibile officials to deal 
with. 

Candidates Pro-American. 

It is true that most leading can- 
didates for office here are pro- 
American, almost embarrassingly 
so. The Greeks have developed 
a rather hard-boiled, American- 
style humor about it;,an April 
Fool’s day cartoon still being: dis- 
played around here showed Am- 
bassador John C. Peurifoy and 
ECA Administrator Roger Lap- 
ham saluting the Greek King and 
Prime Minister. Fortunately, 
both the ambassador, a former 
assistant secretary of state, and 
Lapham, a former mayor of San 
Francisco, are astute and experi- 
enced, and can dodge the kiss of 
death as well as any politico. 

Life gets a little complicated 
when even the admirable mon- 
archy shows signs of making like 
clubhouse politicians. 

In the recent election, King 
Paul went so far as to suggest, 
in an interview with an American 
correspondent, that, in his view, 
a leading candidate for Prime 
Minister, Field Marshal Alexan- 
der Papagos, was a good soldier, 
and should be in the army. This 
was reprinted exclusively in an 
anti-Papagos newspaper, 

The King had some provoca- 
tion. In announcing his candi- 
dacy, Papagos had appeared to 
hint that the crown approved his 
ambition. But it would, for ex- 
ample,.rather startle the British 
on the eve of a general election 
if their constitutional monarch, 
King George VI, should tell a re- 
porter that Winston Churchill 
was an admirable first lord of 
the admiralty, and should be back 
with the British navy.

“Aan Old Man’s Darling or a 
Young Man’s Slave?” 

N 1886 E. J. Hardy wrote in a 

little volume called “How to Be 

Happy,” from which Victorians 
may have learned how to win” 
friends and influence people, as 
follows: “The majority of girls 
would rather be a young man 's 
slave than an old man’s darling.” 
And this may be the source which 
our correspondent seeks to iden- 
tify. She asks “Is it an old song 
from which the teen-age girls in 
my youth took the words, ‘Would 
you rather be an old man’s dar- 
ling or a young man’s slave?’” 


However, Hardy seems to have 
been only a meditm, not the au- 
thor of these words, or the idea 
underlying them! They represent 
a proverp which is on the record 
three cehturies before his restat- 
ing of it. In Kelly's “Scottish 
Proverbs,” published in 1721, we 
find: 

“Proverb 14: Better an old 
man’s darling than an young 


man’s wonderling, say the Scots, , 


warling, say the English. 

An English writer a century 
earlier had it “a young man’s 
wordling.” But “warling’” seems 
to be the original term, and to 
the old. writers this denoted a 
person “despised or disliked.” 
Jonathan Swift had one of his 
characters say, “If I eve? be mar- 
ried, it shall be-to an old man; 
for it is better to be-an old man’s 
darling than a young man’s war- 
ling.” Actually, the question the 
teen-agers raised. was stated in 
rt pd “Proverbs,” published 

in 1546, with other ‘otd sayings, 
nobody ‘knows how long in -Eng- 
lish. » as follows.

Baked Eggs in Tomatoes 

Four’ fairly large well-ripened 
tomatoes (about one and one-third 
pounds), salt and pepper, four 
eggs, two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one-feurth cup crack- 
er crumbs (eight round flaky- 
type crackers). 

Wash tomatoes: cut thin slice 
from stem end of each. Do not 
cut into pulp wall of tomatoes, 
but remove center pulp with small 
sharp knife and remaining seeds 
and juice with teaspoon. (Use 
pulp and juice for soup or sauce.) 
Sprinkle insides of tomatoes with 
salt and papper; place on small 
baking sheet or in shallow baking 
dish. Break an egg carefully into 
each tomato case; sprinkle egg 
with salt. Mek-butter or margar- 
ine in small skillet over low heat; 
stir in cracker crumbs. Carefully 
pile crumbs on top of each egg. 
Bake in moderate (375F.) oven 
30 minutes so whites and yolks 
of eggs will be firm. Serve im- 
mediately. Makes four servings.

Up Experimental 


Farm to Aid Residents of Illinois 
Sandy Loam Area—Turkey Raising 


Now Big Business

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Sept. 25. 

HEY call it the “friendly rail- 
T road,” the “railroad with a 

heart” or “ninety miles of al- 
falfa.” It’s the Chicago and Illinois 
Midland Railway Co. whose loco- 
motives race over the central IIli- 
nois flat lands through country 
which is famous because it is part 
of the homeland. of Abraham 
Lincoln, of Spoon River anthology, 
and of John L. Lewis. But more 
important to a rugged individual- 
ist like Farmer and Road Presi- 
dent Fred L. Schrader, it is a 
country of farms which has been 
helped to success through agri- 
cultural experimental projects 
sponsored by the road. 

The C. & I. M. is one of Amer- 
ica’s smallest big roads. Only 45 
years old, it is a development of 
the [Illinois soft coal industry. 
Coal is the chief reason for its 
existence but like a good busi- 
ness man, it has looked to some- 
thing else for a business backlog 
and the “something else” is farm- 
ing. The road not only hauls 
millions of tons of coal each year, 
but it has helped develop sandy 
loam soil on the Illinois-prairie 
into farm production on a big 
scale. 

This young railroad of the Illi- 
nois prairie country operates a 
freight and passenger business 
over an approximate 100 miles 
of its own right-of-way and over 
another approximate 30 miles of 
leased trackage. It probably does 
as big a business per mile for its 
130 miles of operation as any 
other railroad in the country, it 
has one of the best kept railroad 
rights-of-way in America, it farms 
more right-of-way, comparatively, 
than any other, and it actually 
operates a 240-acre farm to ex- 
periment with agricultural and 
livestock projects for the benefit 
of farmers who till the soil in the 
territory served by the railroad. 

These projects include turkey 
raising, now big business in the 
railroad’s area, operation of hog 
and cattle herds, production of a 
special type of chicken designed 
for the Illinois frying pan, and 
the growing of castor beans, 
alfalfa, oats, rye, winter wheat, 
soybeans and corn. Cimgo Farm, 
(the word Cimco is taken from 
the railroad company’s initials) 
once the worst spot of farm land 
in the railroad’s area, is now a 
rich development, more than pays 
its own way, has aided in build- 
ing up the area and has increased 
the railroad’s farm shipping busi- 


ness. 
U tural activities is the extent to 

which the C. & I. M. has ac- 
tively engaged ni developing re- 
lations not only with the farm ter- 
ritory which it directly serves, but 
with state and national agricul- 
ture. The program harkens back 
to the acquisition of the old Chi- 
cago, Peoria and St. Louis Rail- 
road when the various communi- 
ties banded together to procure a 
right-of-way 200 feet wide prac- 
tically all the way from Pekin to 
Springfield. The successful com- 
pletion of this project gave the 
railroad ownership of more than 
1200 acres of farm land adjacent 
to its tracks. 

In 1927 a 240-acre farm was ac- 
quired. The railroad ran through 
this farm at a point a few miles 
northeast of Havana. The soil was 
sandy and typical of the area. 
Altogether there are about 600 
square miles of this sandy land 
which are directly tributary to the 
railroad. Purchase of the farm 
was for the purpose of building 
up the sandy land by developing 
an experimental and demonstra- 
tion program which would make

available to the farmers better 
agricultural practices and land 
ee for this particular type of 
soil. 

In the spring of 1929, Trevor L. 
Jones, an agricultural college 
graduate with practical farming 
experience, was employed to de- 
velop the land on the newly pro- 
cured right-of-way. Leases were 
arranged with farmers along the 
railroad on a co-operative basis. 
The railway company furnished 
seed, limestone and other ferti- 
lizer materials; the farmer per- 
formed the necessary work and 
can — of the land was di- 
vided. 


On Cimco Farm the program of 
experimental and demonstration 
projects developed rapidly. Soy- 
beans was a new crop in this 
country, and hybrid corn was just 
coming into the picture. These 
two developments in agriculture 
are probably the most importarit 
phases of progress in Midwestern 
farming during the past 20 years. 
Cicmo Farm continually tested 
new varieties as they appeared 
and relayed the information to 
the farmers of the area as experi- 
ence was gained: Variety testing 
not only covered—and still does— 
soybeans and corn, but other ma- 
jor crops such as wheat, oats, 
alfalfa and rye. Among the most 
promising of new crops is castor 
bean, a commodity which many 
believe will become a major farm 
item in the sandy land area.

LOSE association is maintained 

with the Agricultural College 

at the University of Illinois in 
the conduct of much of the work. 
The help which has been forth- 
coming from this as well as other 
agricultural scientific sources has 
made possible much of the prog- 
ress which has been made. The 
whole program at Cimco Farm is 
centered about the thought that 
sandy land. must carry a properly 
balanced livestock and poultry 
program along with crop produc- 


‘tion if best results are to be ob- 


tained. 


Poultry projects, especially the 
growing of turkeys, occupy an 
important part in the Cimco Farm 
program. From a: start in 1929 
when a few dozen turkeys were 
produced, this project has been 
increased to where an annual pro- 
duction of nearly 10,000 turkeys 
is maintained. As a result of this 
early turkey promotion work, ‘the 
area within a range of 50 miles 
of Havana has come to be known 
as the heaviest turkey producing 
center in Illinois. . 


Throughout its operation, Cimco 
Farm has endeavored to approach 
farmers on the basis of equality, 
As a farm operator, the railway 
company has learned first hand 
many of the situations which 
farmers face in their daily work. 
This has made possible a friendly 
understanding which reflects in 
railroad—farmer relations. There 
is no attempt to pressure new and 
untried ideas upon the agriculture 
of this territory. Rather the ap- 
proach is from the standpoint of 
“this is how it worked. out for

us.” If mistakes are made they 
are frankly admitted. 

When the railroad took over 
Cimco farm in 1927 the soil had 
been badly depleted by many years 
of farming. Then 25 bushels of 
corn per acre was average with 
top yields running to as high as 
35 bushels. A program was 
launched to build up productivity 
of the soil, and thus set up an ex- 
ample for farmers in the area to 
follow. 

“It was never felt that our sandy 
land could produce the top yields 
obtained on the naturally fertile 
soil of the black prairie bottom 
lands of Illinois,” said Jones. “Yet 
it was believed that the soil build- 
ing practices followed for many 
years could produce 100 bushels 
per acre under favorable condi- 
tions. We desired an official rat- 
ing which would show how far the 
land had advanced in productivity 
from the top corn yields of 30 and 
35 bushels during the first three 
years after taking over the farm. 
Therefore we participated in the 
official Ten-Acre Corn Growing 
Contest of the Illinois Crop Im- 
provement Association.” 

The official summary showed 
Cimco got slightly over the 100 
bushel mark in 1946, yielding ex- 


‘actly 100.45 bushels per acre. En- 


tries are not graded entirely by 
yield, however; 40 per cent of the 


final rating is determined by yield, : 


40 per cent is also allowed on pro- 
duction cost, and 20 per cent on 
quality. A cost of $311.80 to grow 
the 10 acres on the Cimco farm

Sealing House Cracks. 

OR about four months out of 
F reach year we all try to get 

some fresh air inside the house. 
For the other eight months we at- 
tempt to keep outside air from 
getting inside. 

Cold drafts of air usually find 
a way to get inside through cracks 
around window and door frames, 
cracks at the base of outside walls 
and. similar cracks at the top of 
the walls. 

All these structural cracks can 
be filled from the outside with 
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a combination of both. When the 
crack is relatively small caulking 
compound is usually enough, For 
the large ones it’s best to pack 
in the oakum first and then finish 
off the job with the caulking com- 
pound. 
Window and door frames usu- 
ally leak where the house siding 
joins the window or door frame- 
work. Leaks at the base of the 
Wall are found where the house, 
sill has pulled up tly from 
the foundation wall. : n seams

ERE is a quiz on states. An- 
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98 entries in the state. The low 
cost reflects the lower value of 
the sandy land and the cost of till- 
ing such soil.

Jones and President Schrader 
emphasize that there’s nothing 
fancy about’ Cimco. It’s just a 
homespun affair, they said, “but 
it does put emphasis on good man- 
agement, care and feeding.” 


The turkey project got under 
way in 1929 with 75 turkeys which 
had been hatched under old hens. 
Later artificial incubation and 
brooding was used. The flocks 
doubled each year until a peak of 
17,000 was reached, after which 
it: was decided to limit produc- 
tion of live turkeys for market to 
10,000 annually because it found 
a larger quantity was too much 
for Cimco Farm facilities along 
with its other experimental proj- 
ects. But with the farm showing 
the way, turkey production is now 
200,000 annually in the area,

S PRODUCTION of turkeys 

increased it was found that 

growers were being curtailed 
in their operations because they 
did not have a place to dress and 
market their birds. So Cimco 
Farm helped establish a co-opera- 
tive dressing plant in Havana. 
Here killing and dressing of the 
area's turkeys and chickens are 
handled. Dressing and refrigerat- 
ing equipment were developed in 
an old stockyards building owned 
by the railway company and since 
1939 this co-operative has oper- 
ated successfully in serving the 
turkey growers. An average of 
1,000,000 pounds of dressed tur- 
key each year goes through this 
dressing plant and into refriger- 
tor cars for the heavy consuming 
centers. 


The turkey experiment at Cim- 
co was a depression-born enter- 
prise attracting. farmers looking 
for something to make up for re- 
duced farm revenues from 10-cent 
corn and 3-cent hogs. The turkey 
prices were low then but farmers 
were able to make money by con- 
verting low priced grain into tur- 
key ‘meat. Young farmers, more 
venturesome, tried turkey raising 
and many of those who did are 
now rich men for the venture, al-

though there was the usual per- 

centage of those who failed. 
Because broiler chickens go 

well with sandy land, and also 


‘ because the facilities for dressing 


are available the greater propor- 
tion of the year when turkeys are 
not being processed, Cimco Farm 
in 1949 developed its first large 
scale broiler producing unit. , Re- 
sult — here some 36,000 broiler 
chickens are now grown each year 
as a demonstration.

doesn’t pretend to make out 

that the chicken-raising busi- 
ness is any gold-plated affair, al- 
though the fact that it more than 
pays its own way is a source of 
great satisfaction to him. 

“We simply decided that our 
territory wasn’t growing enough 
broilers and fryers to get itself a 
good share of the state’s chicken- 
eating business, so we are going 
after it by demonstrating the 
broiler-raising business,” Schrader 
said. “We bought 10 Army war 
surplus barracks and had them 
shipped to Cimco Farm. The 
chicken experiment was just a 
down-to-earth project to prove 
that chicken raising is sound for 
this section of the country. Cimco 
has been in the fryer and broiler 
chicken business since 1940 and it 
has kept records which show a 
profit of 5 cents to 40 cents a 
chicken.” 

Of the railroad’s farm experi- 
ments, Schrader says: ~ » 

“There’s an old _ philosophy 
proverb which goes ‘hitch your 
wagon to a star, keep your seat, 
and there you are.’ This is the 
philosophy that underlies much of 
the research that is done, not only 
in agriculture but in other kinds 
of worthwhile endeavor. It is our 
contention that a person does not 
have to invest or discover some- 
thing new that no on else has 
thought about. Everything that 
has been done can be done still 
better. There is always room for 
improvement, and for a closer ap- 
proach toward perfection.”

South made his redoubled con- 
tract against the defenders’ best 
efforts, and thereby scored a game 
simply by winning seven tricks! 
Beyond doubt, South had his 
own neck out when he made the 
redouble, but he at least has a 
great deal to gain if he played at 
that contract, whereas East-West 


- had little to gain and a great deal

It was not West who deserved 
criticism—his pass over the redou- 
ble was logical enough. He had 
passed originally and had passed 
again over South’s weak no-trump 
response; surely, East could not ex- 
pect West to have a better hand 
than he was ready to produce. 


It was East, the last one to 
speak for ‘his side, who should 
have “bailed out” of a dangerous 
situation by bidding two clubs. 
Even though he too had passed 
previously, over North’s one dia- 
mond, there was no way of West's 
knowing that that pass had not 
been of the trapping variety — 
but East himself knew it! It 
was not illogical (though it was 
risky!) to make a competitive bid 
when the one no-trump came 
around, but South’s redouble 
changed the picture radically, and 
it was now up to East to get out 
of extreme danger.
